Last night at 5.16_ was held the 
second Indoor, Track practice of this 
spring! Some 54 men turned up, In- 
cluding several of last year's track 
and harrier men. As many of the 
men are new, the work-out "was not 
too stiff, but was concentrated on the 
muscles used in track, work. Each 
day the work will be harder with 
more to it, and those men who are 
already In training and f eel that it is 
not hard enough, should stay after 
the first hour, or turn out at G p.m. 

Yesterday, the men were divided 
into several groups, each group at a 
different event. At intervals the 
groups changed, in order to give tho 
men a chanco to try all of the work. 

One o{ the simplest appearing, but 
at the same time one of the hardest, 
was the "potato'.' race, consisting of 
cro.ssiug the gym some ten or twelve 
times while .Uking wooden blocks 
from one side to the other. The speed- 
ing up after turning a corner, when 
repeated so often, makes this event 
of great value both to sprinters and 
distance men, and develops the wind 
surprisingly. 

Tho high jumpers were busy on 
regular work and with a, straight, 
Jump which gives the muiicle* con- 
sldorably more work,: The broad 
I jumpers wcro also, ^•eepingj^a . mat 
busy, and the bar \('às'^caîred%8to"u8e 
for vaulting. 

The shot put was newer than tho 
other events to most of tho men, and 
required considerable practice In get- 
ting the right position and throwing 
movement. The regular 12-Ib. In- 
door shot was used. .Needless to say, 
this end of the gym provided more 
noise than tho rest. 

Owing to the size of the accommo- 
dation at i)re3ent, the work is, of 
course, limited. With the showing 
made the first two nights, tho men 
are to be congratulated for their 
spirit' in coming out and working 
under difficulties. Even if we haven't 
the most : favorable accommodation, 
by turnlug'out and sticking at It, and 
under Coach Van Wagner's capable 
direction, rapid development is pos- 
sible. The very fact that several of 
last year's Intercollegiate Track 
Champions and Harriers have already 
turned out, or. will do eo In the near 
future, emphasizes the value of the 
work. This year's Track President; 
Harrier President, and next year's 
Tracli President' are among those iU 
the work.

Yesterday afternoon in the com- 
mon room, tl>e public speaking con- 
test of the Delta Sigma Society took 
place. Miss Hackett, th« president 
of the society, vras in' tbt chair. She 
explained that one member of the 
Senior teanr' -would Ixs unable to 
speak, owing to iilncss; and asked 
the girls if they would prefer to have 
only two girls speak from the Senior 
year and have their work marked on 
a percentaee basis. A resolution to 
this effect was niovcd, seconded and 
passed. 

Miss Hackett then called on the 
firsi speaker of the afternoon. Miss 
Massoy-Bailoy. of first ■year. Her 
eubject was "Mannerisms of Speech." 
bho dwelt on the difference of accent 
in the speech of people of different 
localities, Our flat Canadian accent, 
fihe said, was thè-despalr of the Eng 
Ilsh, whereas we rather laugh at 
their inability to-pronounco their r's. 
She then imitated the Irish accent 
of Dublin and ifclfnst, and the 
Scotch accent — which was especi- 
ally well done. The speech was vary 
amusing, and almost won the second 
pri:e. / 

The next speaker was Miss Kerc, 
of second year, who spoke on "Chss 
Spirit." She said that for true class 
spirit, every girl in , the year must 
^.rust the class exo:utive, and every 
othér girl in the year, and must dc 
her very best to make her year the 
mn.si successful and progr<'S8ive In 
college. Even if you are not on the 
teams you can turn out on the side 
lines and cheer them on* to victory 
Miss Birkett,\ of third year, spoke 
next, on "That Friend of Mine" — 
the title of a life of Marguerite Mc 
Arthur, a young Kngllsh girl, full of 
promise, who had died in her 
twenties. She attended Cambridge 
University, and ajfterwards visited 
Canada, at one time taking a coiirse 
at Macdonald Collrgc and attending 
■a Union and an li.V.f!. dance". She 
worked hard and w<;ll at the front, 
'and finally died of pneumonia, con 
tracted while on active service. Miss 
Biricott spoke of her supert) physical 
vitality, her int«]lectual grasp and 
iher spiritual development. She was 
always Joyous, full of the delight of 
life, beloved by all who had the 
pleasure of her friendship. 

Miss Hackett, of fourth year, then 
spoke on "Choosing a Profession." 
This, she said, was a very vital ques- 
tion, especially as tbe end of one's 
college career was beginning to 
heave in sight. She said that accord- 
ing to lac author of "How to Choos'3 
n Vocation;" you must ask yursolf 
about a hundred searching personal 
(jucstlons, such as "Which part of a 
nowspaper do you read first?" But, 
indc-cd, self-knowledge and knowl- 
edge of the qualities necessary for a 
])rofession wero absolutely essential, 
must not, however, be discour- 
| ftge diiby our own defects, l>ut press 
^Tuaward towards, our goal. 

The nfxt speaker was Miss IMathe- 
Fon, of first year, who spoke on 
"Painting and Sculpture Through 
the Ages." Miss Matheson to.uchcd 
on Babylonian and - Phoenician Art, 
on the Greek sculpture of the age of 
I'hidin.'i, on the painters of the Italian 
RenalEPancc — Titian, Michael An 
• gelo, Tintoretto and many others of 
that wondrous age. She then. spoke 
of the comparatively modem painters 
_Uainsborough,' Reynolds and Rus- 
eiil - - and of modern sculpture. But 
Bho said, our sculpture is still far 
behind those wonderful statues of 
Ancient Greece. 

Miss Laldlaw then s^poke on 
Education." This subject Is very 
much discussed at present lii the 
' t'hiced States, and there are some 
' vory Interesting magazine articles 
dealing with it. Women have gradu- 
ally worked their way upward", and 
t now are admitted into almost all 
universities on an equal footing with 
men, and are proving that the boast- 
ed intellectual superiority of the 
male is only, after all, à myth. - 

Miss McPartlln next gave a very 
learned discourse on "A Necessary 
/ Evil," which proved to be slang. 
Slang comes into a language from 
the higher professions and the lower 
proteseions, in fact from every walk 
of life. Slang is both a sign of dc- 
c.M'ence in a language ' and also a 
sign of growth. It Is allied with 
pootry in its liking for metaphor — in 
fact a few of our slang phrases are 
to ho found in . the Avorks of th it 
famous . playwright, 'William Shake- 
epearo. • — ■ - • 

Miss Holland, of fourth year, has 
as her subject, "BiU of Color." The 
world was Interpreted to hei*, she 
said, through the medium of color. 
Everything had its own peculiar 
sliartf. Kxams, for rxamplc, were *- 
■ .dull brown, shading, sometimes to 
kUusk. À pariy «M siak, and 'so on. 



McGill is not often stirred with the 
news of a Sunday Church Servicei at 
the Union.

Tho Mennonites In Canada number 
in all considerably less than ono per 
cent of the total population of the 
Dominion, yet excluding not even the 
French' Caoadlans, no other . slngiJ 
racial or religious element has caused 
as great a stir throughout the west 
orn part of the country during tho 
past five years. This commotion 
may be traced to two primary causes, 
Firstly that the Mennonites are of 
German stock, ■ and were - In no way 
marked . for over-zcaiousness in .es 
pousing the cause of their adopted 
country during the war. While cspe 
cially during the last two yearq of 
tbe struggle their agents did their 
utmost to nullify the effects of the 
Military Service Act of 1917 in ,us 
application In the' western provinces 
In the second place their obstinate 
refusal to dispense with their archaic 
,and worthless system . of education 
was moist unfortunate at 'a., time when 
educational férvor was rampant 
throughout' the West, 

It would perhaps he advisable to 
make a brief survey ot the origin and 
history of the Mennonlte sect prior 
to their emigratton to this country 
in any considerable numbers, Vhich 
occurred some fifty'years - ago. ^ . : 

Tbe founder of the sect was a cer 
tain Menno Simmons, who was born 
In Prlesland Tn tie year 1492. ' Sim 
mens became a priest of the Roman 

1 Catholic Church at a time when that 
body was convulsed by the defiânco 
of Lutber and bis followers. Becom- 
ing a convert' to the fast-spreading 
Evangelical morement he left the 
Catholic Church in 1531. After five 
years of hesit/.tlon and doubt he dé 
finitely allier? himself to the Anna- 
baptists, and started out as an Itin 
erant preacher through Holland and 
the Baltic litoral. He must have 
been endowed with the peculiarly 
magnetic personality of the reilgiouo 
reformer, for followers flocked -co 
him in hundreds, and' within the space 
of a few years he was able to found 
!» separate sect of his own, distinct 
from the Annabapilnt.», and permeated 
with his own peculiar views on poll 
tics and religion. 

In addition to the common precept 
of Christianity, "Love your enemies,' 
he imposed another upon his. follow- 
ers, "Swear not at all." Then he and 
his disciples went still further. He 
attacked the fundamental .system of 
government as such, and denounced 
It as an institution of God to -punish 
the wicked, a point of ..view which 
certain . of his followers have tiost 
obstinately, and most unfortimately 
for themselves, insisted on upholdln 
ever since. 

The history of the. sect for the re 
malnder. of the century Is much the 
same as that of their Annabaptlst 
confreres. Their tenets were spread 
by way of the Rhine valley through- 
out western Geimany, and even aïi 
far as Switzerland. On the whole 
they managed to exist In peace,, and 
it is not until the middle of the second 
half of. the seventeenth century that 
we find tl^em ?n conflict with con- 
.stltuted anthprity, - About that time, 
however, tho authorities of the Pala- 
tinate began to take violent exception 
to their stubborn refusal to perform 
military service, ..and about- the y ehr 
1670 the. Mennonites began ^o be- tbe 
victims of organized persecution. 

It Is probably a - coincidence that 
just about this time the . Engllth 
Quakers, perceiving a similarity in 
creed, began to take an. Interest in 
the. Mennonites -of tho continent 
Preachers were sent among^ them, 
and in 1677 they were visited by no 
less a person than William Penn. 
Percel\1ng their distress, and realiz- 
ing that further and more widespread 
persecution was imminent, he offered 
to procure them a refuge on the other 
side of tho Atlantic. Thus begins 
the history of the Mennonites . iu 
America. 

. In 1682 a Krant of 10,000 acres was 
madè in Pennsylvania, and in iho 
following year thirteen families set 
out as the advance guard of the emi- 
grant wave. A settlement was es- 
tablished .at Gerroantown, now a sub- 
of Philadelphia, and the Men- 
a life of 



on the beat of terms idtb the local 
Indians, ajiid ia^ iixty' had absolutely 
no use for'any'ÎTorm of civil govern- 
ment, they were quite content to al- 
low their Quaker neighbors to havo 
full control. 

This peculiar 'horror of civil office 
bad an' interesting "result In 1706 
they were compelled to give up their 
burough charter because none of their 
number could be induced to run for 
the position of mayor. 

Thirty years after the departure of 
the pioneer settlers! a second and 
larger wave founded what is known 
ae this Pequea colony. This second 
batch brought ' spiritual re-enforce ■ 
ment from Switzerland In the shape 
of one of the strictest of the Men- 
nonlte sects knovm as the "Amisb." 
Continual contact with the more 
broad-minded ' Quakers had Indticed 
many of the earlier settlers to become 
less rigid in their'- views, biit with 
tills recrudescence of fervor from 
Hiurope the penduliim swung bock 
onca more. ' As a consequence of 
Jils they refused' once again to take 
the oath, and were forced by -law f? 
forego their rights of citizenship, al- 
though this condition did not seem 
to worry thé staunch Mennonites in 
the least. As long as they could 
pursue their .{irofltable occupation 
in the manufacture of textiles, they 
cared not by whom or how they were 
ruled. 

The American colonists took a re- 
markably tolerant view ot the posi- 
tion during the revolution, and no 
attempts were' made to force them 
to perform hiilitàiy service, -although 
a' grtfduate>l scale ot money palyments 
was exacted. The war brought out 
a curious and quite unexpected phase 
of their character. In spite of their 
marked feelings ' of friendship for 
their -faelghbors, the rebels', a con 
slderabje- namber of them refused to 
renounce their 'British* allegiance and 
emigrated to Canada as United Em- 
pire Loyalists in 1788, where they 
established isolated settlements In 
tae Waterloo district of Ontario. 

This first settlement In Canada was 
quite premature, however, and the 
history of the- Mennonites in this 
country does not begin in fact unlll 
nearly a centut-y later. 

In Europe in the meantime the 
original stock' had abandoned many 
of their original tenets. In Holland, 
where the largest Mennonlte populn 
tion is to be fouifd, they became almost 
indistinguishable from any other of 
the non-lutheran Protestant denomi 
nations. Svén their objections to 
military service were cast aside, and 
the Dutch contingent that fought at 
"Waterloo was° largely composed of 
Mennonites. ^The same was to bi. 
observed throughout the other cen- 
tres of Mennonlte population in Ger- 
many. There was, however, one 
noteworthy exception. 

The an.ce3tpi!s of the present -Cana- 
dian Mennonites did not como direct- 
ly from Germany at all, but from the 
Crimea, whither they had gone from

An 
imperial decree..-was issued giving 
them a fair tep years notjce ot the 
ntontion of tbe Czar's government 
to suspend their special privileges 
regarding military service and the 
taking ot tbe oath. - TN'bat were they 
to do? 

Now It so happened that the Can- 
adian .governmenl, found Itself In the 
same position at this particular 
time as Catherine the Great had done 
a hundred years before. Canada 
needed colonists for the development 
of her natural resources, and needed 
tnem urgently. Without, giving a 
tboughi to. the . desirability of the 
Mennonites as futuré Canadian citi- 
zens, the government of Sir John. A 
Macdonald sent a .warmrhearted and 
ungu.arded Invitation to, thé distract- 
ed Mennonites of the Crimea. The 
pourparlers were brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, and the Russian 
Mennonites accepted the offer on 
condition of the fulfilment of tho 
terms of an Order-ln-<;ouncll ot April 
18thv-1873. A few excerpts from 
this astoundlngly careless document, 
the seed ot all the Mennonlte trou- 
bles for the past half century,'> may 
not come amiss. : ... 

Section l reads: "An entire éxemp- 
tlon. from any military service Is, by 
law and order-ln-councll, granted to 
the denomination ot-- Christians 
known as Mennonites." The three 
succeeding. secMons gives theffl the 
exclusive right to eight "Townships In 
tho nfwly incorporated Province of 
Manitoba, and then foHows. Section 
5, a glaring example of the fawntng 
and almost abject immigration policy 
of the. tlfliei*CA"It. next spring the. 
Mennonlte settilers on receiving -the 
eight Townships set aside- for their 
use should prefer to exchange them 
for any other eight unoccupied Town- 
ships, such exchange will be al- 
lowed." Then a lest deplorable 
clause, which,', until the recent de- 
cision of -the courts, served to cripple 
.le workings of the excellent edu- 
cational laws of the Province ot 
Manitoba. "The fullest privilèges of 
exercising their religious ijiinclples 
i? by law afforded to the Mennonites, 
without any kind of molestation or 
\ restriction whatever, and the same 
privilege extends to the education of 
their children In schools." 

Until the recent test-caro of the 
Attorney-General of Manitoba versus 
Hildebrand and Doérgsen, two Men 
nonite- fathersrwho refused to send 



impoverished In a very short space 
of time. The business end of the 
matter Is managed on excellent econ- 
omic lines, however, on a commun- 
istic basis. A purchasing agent, and 
tr selling agent is appointed by each 
community, and thus waste and In- 
tercommunal competition is elimin- 
ated. If it were not for their ab- 
horrence of town life, with its 
unavoidable mingling with the 
Philistine, they would undoubtedly 
make' excellent artlzaus, as they are 
on tho whole Industrious' and easily 
satisfied. 

Tb^ Canadian Mennonites may be 
roughly divided Into three groups or 
sects— The Old Colonier, the fierg- 
thalèr Geraelnde, and the Confèrent 
Gemelnde. It is the first of these, 
the Old ColonU.r, that constitute the 
point of Irrigation in the Mennonlte 



cutrage to any civilized community. 
jTo begin with the teachers in theso 
! local schools are in no way qualified 
for their positions. In the great nin- 
.jority ot cases they are quite tin- 
acqualnted with the English language 
I and what little teaching there Is is 
I carried on in very bad low German. 
It is useless to expect better thing.s

The currlSiilulifris simplicity it&olf. 
In nearly all these Mennonlte schools 
there are tour stibjects, and only fou- 
throifghout the entire period of study 
— ^Thé alphabet, the catechism, the 
Old Testament' "«nd the Now Testa- 
ment. All ot them .very excellent in 
themselves, but wei,;can hardly con- 
sider them as an education. <■ M ex- 
ample ot the sort ot results tbat may 
be expected from, this type ot edti- 
catlon was recèntly afforded In a 
case which came .before a western 
court. One of the'_'witnesses, a Men- 
nonlte, was showing- fonslderable dif- 
ficulty In answerln]? the questions 
that were being put- to bim by the 
Interpreter, so tho ju(|ge to satisfy 
himself, put a few questions of bis 
own.

The following' interesting account 
of waterspouts encountered in the 
English Channel was furnished by 
Second Officer E. S. Davles, of tho 
British steamer British Marquis :— 

"On the afternoon of Dec. 12th, 
1920, during passage up the English 
Channel, when between Start Point 
and the Bill of Portland, we had û\e 
pleasure of witnessing at close quar 
ters an atmospheric disturbance, 
common cnourh. perhaps, in some 
latitudes, but something of a larity 
in that locality. 

"From noon that day the win^ had 
been blowing from^ north-east, ac- 
companied- by heavy snowstorms and 
fog, but about 3 o'clock the weather 
took a decided turn for the . better, 
clearing rapidly, the snow recurring 
a', only long intervals and the fog 
dispersing. 

" Contrary to what might have been 
expected, the dense nimbus clouds 
were not Immediately driven to lee- 
ward, but seemed to bo forcibly 
rolled back from the south-east, the 
sky clearing from that direction first, 
the lino of demarcation between 
clouds and blue sky eventually re- 
solving itself above our heads In an 
east and n-est direction. 

"We were then— about half past 3 
—in a position with the sky abova 
the northern semicircle of our 
horizon densely packed with nimbus 
clouds, the southern one sparsely 
dotted with fracto-cumulus, wind 
continuing approximately north-east, 
but very erratic, and the edge of tho 
cloud bank above our heads low and 
>1olently distorted: 

"The water surface .along our 
tr««k became agitated In several 
places, and In a few minutes a nura- 
ber of waterspouts were formlni;, 
dispersing and re-forming under the 
edgo of the cloud bank, moving the

" N'or in this connection must tho 
great indebtedness on the part of tho 
Allies to tho United States be left out 
of remembrance. Not only is America 
thoroughly justified in reckoninr. 
upon receiving back payment for thi.s 
i^ebt. especially the part owed by 
Great Britain, but her own financial 
circumstances may render It neces- 
sary for her to seek payment, or, at 
all events, a full discharge of Interest 
at no very distant date. Certain I v 
until ;i definite businesslike fundlu:< 
arrangement has been put through, 
this question of our indebtedness to 
America must remain a cause of un- 
settlemeut and even of some anxiety. 

"Given a close brotherly imder- 
standing between the two countrloti, 
I und ihlK, like all other difficultie.s, 
I will in due course be surmountjd.

times, and increasing and complete

Sport in the British Army has always 
been very well looked after, but it ;s 
only lately that it has been made 
compulsory in the ranks of tho 
Frenchmen. On April. 17th an intor- 
city match will be- played, the. teams 
of Paris and Brussels meeting in tho 
French capital. This will be followed 
by an interesting fixture on April 
2'lth, when Austrian and Hungarian 
I Hides wlll be in opposition at Vienna. 
(By this time, of course, the Assocla- 
jtion football season will bjs nearing 
I the enil, and only two matches have, 
at the time of writing, been arrangeJ 
for .May. these being champion team 
of France vs. champion of Belgium, 
and Holland vs. Italy. It Is certain, 
however, that before the end of tie 
season fixtures will , be arranged for 
the French' eleven against teanns 
representing England and Spain. Tho 
International Pederntion of Workers 
has also arranged, some International 
fixtures, the çhlef of which are France 
vs. Switzerland on March 3rd, Eng- 
land vs.' Fraii«e 09 . M«jcch., 27th,^> and 
Germany vs. Francis !oh MaytlSth.

Empire city than tramping its strceiH 
and invading its porticoes with a mind 
> alert in answering on American's ques- 
tions, and an ear receptive to Iiisi 
observations. 

The Americans who visit London for 
the first iime belong to two c^istlnet 
classes. There are those who, liavins 
crossed the Atlantic for the first time, 
como direct to the British Isloe. And 
there are others who only reach London 
after a tour through Europe, which 
generally includes a visit lo Paris. The 
latter are much more interesting than 
the former. Thoir views on art and 
ilteniture. drtss and ttadilion. have 
already .suffer.|.i that subtle intlueiico 
tlml Piiria so charmingly wlelda. They 
(itill muiiuain with natural perlnanclty 
the love of modern sanitation and the 
demand for modern conveniences which 
belong to their native or adopted 
country. But they are even prepared 
to relinquish running water in their 
hotel roonjs if U»e National Gallery or 
tho Briilsh Museum, tho Houses of 
Parliament or Westminister Abbey, can 
embellish the «tores of knowledge or 
that discrimination In taste that re 
sidence In Europe has given them. To 
the Londoner, like myself. It. Is nlwaVi 
Intéroatlng to observe with what dlf 
fering fealinga these two classed con 
template London. 

Two Aspects of England. 
The American direct from America Is 
surprised to find that London is so 
much like Now ,'J'ork; the American 
from tho Continent is disappointed in 
discovering that London Is so much 
unlike the great Atlantic city. The 
one hail left the vVmerlcan shores with 
the firm Intention und under the do- 
llghlful glamor of visiting a foreign 
counlrj'. He has bid a half-reluctant 
half-eager fanwcU to the familiar 
scenes of his youth, and he has em 
tiarked upon an Atlantic liner with 
all of d\o courage and some of the 
trepidation of a Columbus or a Captain 
Cook in search of a new world, .The 
other has departed from tho Oare du 
Nurd or tho aviation station at Le 
Bourget with the pleasing prospect and 
comfortable assurance of o^rivlnff in a 
çountry like homo. 

The one expects to find Englishmen 
resembling the vaudovlllo represcnta- 
ticns to which he haa become accust 
onaed In the United Statès, who wear 
monocles and speak a strange tongue. 
The other carries in his mind ptcturoa 
of travelled Englishmen he haa met in 
Europe, and yearns for the hour when 
ho will be able to hear on every side 
the familiar phrases of bis country 
once again. 

Tho American who comes direct from 
America is disgusted to find he has 
been deluded, that Englishmen arc not 
unlike Americans In looks, dress, and 
speech, and that ho can easily read 
the public notices and directions in tho 
streets. The American from Paris de- 
plores that thero aro Englishmen who 
arc not affable, that tht-ro are thous- 
ands who do not look as if thoy had 
been accustomed to a substantial in- 
come throughout their lives, and 
diacovers with Ul-conccaled consterna. 
tlon that it is supremely difficult to 
understand what an English waiter Is 
saying. The one has not found â 
foreign country; the other is still three 
thousand miles from home. Both pass 
through all tho phases of, acute dis- 
illusionment until even that loses its 
poignancy, and London conquers by its 
masculine charm. 

Some Puxzling Contrast*. 

. All Americans agi-eo liî praising the 
courtesy and efficiency of the London 
police. Tho security and smse of 
stability encouraged by the dignlflod 
controller of tniffio seem to Americans 
to personify tlie foundations of Brit- 
ish character and to Illustrate the 
strength of the national temperament 
In 'distinct contrast to the exuberant 
and witty Irish police of New York. 
But all Americans are perplexed by 
the rule of tho road th.Tt endangers i 
their Uvea at every step. ' 

Our motor-omnibus system they ad- i 
mire, but they can' not -understand; 
why all except the most expensive of I 
London hotels do not possess the ! 
essential- coiivenionccs of a ftrat-clasa ' 
liotel In a fifty-rate city in the United i 
States. Th'e poorness of. restaurant I 
fare and the difficulty of finding good | 
cooking - they denonnce with similar I 
vehemence to that of any EngUahman j 
who has dined in Paris or New YorU. ■ 
but the tobaccos und pipes of London ' 
they appraise as being tho best in the i 
world. , i 

Th.at Londoners are inhospitable and 
reserved, yet that oar wulters undl ! 
door-keepers are ao aervilu as to l)c | 
lilted more for the slavish dignity of 
an Eastern acntglio than a Western 
hotel or restaurant. Is a firm Ameri- 
can conviction. The clothes of our 
men they like, but the dresses of the 
women in style .and wear, and tho 
shapes of boots and shoes .earn only 
puzzled smiles, with which any tra- 
velled Englishman can well symp- 
athize. 

As to the beauty of London's women,, 
they gallantly and naturally prefcn 
that of their own. But individual 
beanty never falls to nfou.so u keen 
cnthTisiuam, and I have heard Amer- 
icans assert that they occasionally 
meet, a. face and. figure, in tho streets 
ar at the theatre that cannot be chal- 
lenged fqr beauty or grace. 

Naturally all enlightened Am'ericans 
find In our picture galleries nnd 
museums treasures of art and lore! 
that make London the most attractive' 
of cities. But It is tho whimsical 
perplexity of Americans contemplating 
the appearance of London that pro- 
vides him who • guides with moat 
amusement. To take Americans to 
Covcnt Gardon, to move slowly through 
the mixed perfumes of fruits and 
veselubles,, to point out the Piazza, 
famed as nn exchange for assignations 1 
In eighteenth-century memoirs, and i 
then to discover to the wondering and 
astonished guests the Opera House, 
and to draw' a picture of a Uoynl au- 
tomobile amid applcfl and onions, is, 
I have, found, an experience for the 
Londoner that will always bear re- 
peating. 
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"We took pains toV avoid them, but 
a new one, springing into existence 
directly ahead of the vessel, caught 
us before we were able to make a 
S.S^RM'*' fortunately without harmful 
result— a momentary descent of wet, 
screaming winds - and It waa . past. 
Thus learning their light and fragile 
character, we were encouraged In 
examining them at close quarters, 
and were struck by their many re- 
markable features. . At first the sea 
appeared to be in a. slate of violent 
obullition, then from the low'>lying 
clouds descended rapidly swirling 
inverted cones of vapor, which united 
with the disturbance below to form 
what can only be regarded as minia- 
ture cyclones, the water surface 
being continuously lashed . Into a 
foam which, ascendad to the .clouds 
In trunks of the usual spiral - form, 
tho motion of the spiral being notice- 
ably contraclockwise in each case. 
The trunks were of considerable 
beauty, and could well be compared 
with the stem of . an old wineglass 
wltli its delicate spiral tracery, the 
most noticeable feature, however, 
being their cores or axes. These 
latter were in diameter about one- 
sixth that of the spouts themselvc;^ 
and were entirely devoid of- vapor, 
thus forming inner tubes botmded by 
continuous spirals of vapor of vary- 
ing shades, dark about the peripherv 
ol' the cores and gradually becomin;; 
liKhtfr towards the outer boundaries. 
Although normally .they rose verti- 
cally from the surface of the sea. yet 
in their lateral progress the, vagarie? 
of the wind caused them to assume 
many and curious positions, some- 
times inclining them to angles nf 
large dimensions, sometimes contort- 
ing them into snakelike forms, and 
sometimes so violent as to destroy 
the continuity of the forces coutroU- 
Ing them, causing ttiem to break and 
disperse. 

"By 6 o'clock the wind had shifted 
to the south-east and the sky quite 
clear. , _ . <.. - \ 

"At a conservative estimate, wc 
saw twenty watera'pouts that after- 
noon all lying in our track, and It is 
a remarkable fact that a companion 
vessel proceeding In the same direc- 
tion, but distant nbout two miles 
north of our vessel, and consequently 
.well under the cloud bank, did not 
encounter a single one. '
